SILVA BECOMES A FUGITIVE UNDER 
REMARKABLE CIRCUMSTANCES. 


He Confesded to His Shortage, but in 
Order to Get Him to Sign Over What 
Property He Had the Firm Did Not 
Toro Him Over to the Police—Ma]j. 
Rainwater Discusses the Failure and 
Embesslement— Silva a Big Gambler 
and Opium Fiend. 1 


Late yesterday afternoon the Rainwater 
Bradfora Hat Co. made an assignment to C. 
P. Ellerbe for the benefit of creditors. The 
cause of the fallure is said to be due tothe 
peculations of Louis J. Silva, the trusted 
cashier, book-keeper and manager, who has 
gotten away with over $100,000, it is claimed, 
and who is now a fagitive from justice, 
At the same time the assignment was fled, 
Mr. John H. Overall, as attorney for the 
firm, brought suit by attachment against 
Louis J. Silva, and bad a levy made on his 
real estate in the city. 

The Rainwater-Bradford Hat Co. has al- 
ways borne the reputation of being one of 
the most responsible business concerns in 
the city, and its failure is therefore a great 
surprise on all sides. 

About three weeks ago the firm had paper 
maturing in, the National Bank of Commerce 
to the amount of $85,000. There was not the 
requisite cash on hand to meet this and Mr. 
Alfred Bradford, who had indorsed the note,

ALLOWED TO ESCAPE. 

Why the man who has for a month past 
been known to his employers as an‘smbez- 
rler, and Was not apprehended ere this, is 
the queerest phase of the great crime. The 
firm say they temporized with their thieving 
secretary in the hope of securing as much 
real estate as possible to cover up his short- 
age. They did not realize one-fifth of the 


amount alleged to have been stolen, and 
when they obtained possession of his. 
money there wasa period of delay that re- 
sulted in bis escape. There seems tobe 4 
misapprehension—a lack of understanding 
at least—between Maj. Rainwater and the 

firm’s attorney, r. John W. Overall, as to 
which of them should look afterthe default- 
ing treasurer’s arrest. 

Mr. Overall seems to believe in the omnipo- 
tence ofthe Police Department.

The firm’s affairs 
were in such a condition that for the benefit 
of our creditors I thought it best to let 
matters run along smoothly for him 
until we got what we could out of 
him. It was not much to be sure. He had 
plenty of property, a surprising lot, a great 
deal in his wife’s name, but all of it so en- 
cumbered that tie equities he turned over 
to us will hardly reach $18;000. Yet that was 
a great deal under the circumstances. We 
could not have securred these deeds from 
pim had we insisted on his arrest.

When Chief Harrigan 
came down he told him of the request for 
Slilva’s arrest and detectives were sent out to

Nothing Is known of Silva's whereabouts 
after he left Mr, Overall’s office on Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

SiLVA’S GAMBLING ON RACES. 

The danger of having too many irons in the 
fire is forcibly illustrated in the present case. 
Had I known that Silva bet on the races, 
he never could have handled my cash,’’ said 
Maj. Rainwater, yet his trusted employe 
was one of the most daring and heavy specu- 
latorsonthe local turf. He wasa familiar 
figure at the East Side race track and at the 
Fair Grounds during the race meetings, 
and ts also saia to have played heavily 
at times in the downtown pool rooms. 
Across the river he was known to the cash- 
fers of the foreign book as a plunger who 
played with varying luck; $100 to a race was 
the usual amount of his bet. At the Fair 
Grounds track bis commissions were even 
greater. Local turfites remember him as 
the man who made the killing on Mystic a 
few years ago. He pulled out $1,300 by the 
race. To his intimate friends he claimed to 
have had a dream the night previous to the 
race in which he saw Mystic win. He be- 
came a confirmed gambler. The loss of for- 
tunes isa daily occurrence on the turf. The 
local turfites could not tell just what Silva 
dropped in his race track ventures. 


SUNK MONEY IN MINES. 

Silva, according to all accounts, came into 
prominence asa high roller at the Mining 
Exchange. The money he dropped at this 
game was way up in the thousands, he being 
interested in about as many holes in the 


ground as any manin St. Louls. He, how. 
ever, did not speculate but bought and held 
on to the stock. 

A prominent member of the exchange, 
speaking of Silva, to-day said: “One of his 


first adventures was the Black 
T hole near Leadville;

the mine looked well to hear the owners tell 
it, and Silva still holds the stock, which is 
worth nothing. He got in on Yavapai, Black 
Oak, Sheridan and other good ones, which 
broke lots of good st. Louisans when the 
mining craze was at its height and every- 
body wanted to get lich out of mother earth. 
He was also in a lead mine at Zinkite,a 
mile from Joplin, Mo. After the mine 
had been worked fora year and proven no 
good Silva bought out the controlling inter- 
est, giving part cash and the balance in 
notes indorsed by J. C. Bradford. When 
the notes felldue they were takenup. The 
party who held these notes said he was not 
certain of the initials, but that the in- 
dorsers’ name was Bradford. After the 
‘fallure of the mining game 
pecame a great gambler on corn In puts and 
calls. Three years ago he was long on corn 
and boasted that some of the shorts would be 
upintheair when the deaiclosed. He got 
out about even on this deal and started at 
the ponies. He would bet a thousand dol. 
lars off the reel like the average race track 
fiend would bet $10. He was a high roller and 
would gamble on anything. I have 
that he got his start and the money he began 
to plunge on by getting in on the ground 
fioor of the Merchants“ Bridge and gettin 
options on property along the propose 
rr or late he has not been seen on the floor 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, doing his trad- 
ing through several firms, still, I do not 
think that he lost his money here, or any 


great quantity of it. 
SILVA’S ASSIGNMENT OF PROPERTY.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 27..— Senator 
Stewart entered the Senate cham- 
ber armed with a lemon this morning, and 
announced to his colleagues around him 
that if bis throat would hold out, and he 
thoventit would, he would wish to occupy 
the floor the greater part of the day. This 
announcement had the effect of changing to 
some extent the calculations of the repeal 
managers, who were expecting to get a 
vote by 3 p. m. on the pending amendment to 
the repeal bill, which is to be offered by 
Senator Peffer for the free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Mr. Cullom (Rep.) of Iilinots offered a joint 
resolution transferring tl:e exhibition of the 
Navy Department, known as the model dat 
tle ship Illinois, to the State of Illinois as an 
armory forthe useof the naval militia of 
that State on the termination of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition. 

Senate billto aid the Statesof California, 
Oregon, Washington, Montana, idaho, Ne- 
vada, Wyoming, Colorado and South Dakota 
to support School of Mines (allowing to each 
State 25 per cent of the proceeds of the sale of 
mineral lands within the State, but not to 
exceed $12,000 a year) reported yesterday 
from the Committee on Public Lands, was on 
motion of Mr. Dubois (Rep.) of Idaho con- 
sidered.

MISS GARLAND’S DEED. 


The Ex-Attorney Generals Daughter 
Hilis Herself in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Miss Daisy Garland, 
daughter of ex-United States Attorney-Gen- 
eral Garland, committed suicide at her home 
in this city by shooting herself this morning. 
She was 34 years old and thought to have 
been insane at the time. 

Miss Garland had spent a very pleasant 
evening with her father and brothers last 
night and retired in good spirits, After the 
breakfast this morning she retired to her 
room, where her brother Willie went shortly 
afterwards to talk with ber concerning a 


theater party. He knocked on the door and 
not receiving any response, burst into 
the room and found bis sister lying on the 
floor dead. ‘Ihe bullet had passed through her 
heart. Hesmelt gas and thought that she 
had been asphyxiated, but upon examina- 
tion found a bullet hole in her left side and 
on the floor lay an old revolver. 

About two months ago Miss Garland sud 
denly left home and was found in Baltimore, 
but since that time nothing peculiar has been 
noticed. She then wanted to enter a convent. 

The cause of the suicide is not definitely 
known, but it is attributed mainly to a re- 
ligious mania.

NEWS OF THE CHURCHES. 


Bethlehem Latheran Church Dedication 
—Baptist Charch Dedication. 


The new Bethlehem Lutheran Church, at 
Florissant avenue and Salisbury street, will 
be dedicated next Sunday. At 9:30 0’clock 
the congregation will assemble at the old 
church, Nineteenth and Salisbury streets, 
and will march to the new edifice. The bells 
in the spire of the stately structure will 
chime a welcome to the members as they ap- 
proach its portals. Rev. H. Sieck of Still- 
water, Minn., will preach the sermon 
of dedication, aod A choir of 
140 members will sing Mozart’s 
„Gloria & Excelsis Deo. Rev. H. Engel- 
brecht of Chicago will preach inthe afternoon 
at 2:30 o’clock, and Prof. Augtstus Crull of 
Fort Wayne, Ind., in the eXening. Rev. O. L. 
Janzow is pastor, and did muck to push the 
new church to completion. It is 78x138 feet 
in dimensions, and the spire is 200 feet high. 
The bullding is a large, commodious edifice, 
with many architectural merits, and 
cost $60,000. The site cost $12,000, 
the frescoing $3,000, the organ $8,500, 
and the Nock $500, so that the church in its 
completed state represents a goodly invest- 
ment, The four bells, which weigh, respec-

purchased by the ladies of the congregation 
for $2,800.

VERDICT OF SUICIDE. 


End of the Goldsmith Suicide—Money 
Still Missing. 


This morning the inquest on Christopher 
Goldsmith was finished, and a verdict of sul- 
cide was returned. Despite the verdict the 
mystery as to what has become of the $420 
which deceased hada few days previous to 
his death, has not been solved. 


Only two witnesses were heard this morn- 
ing. Mrs. Annie Clark, who formerly occu- 
pied the house, 1506 Pa pin street, Where 
Goldsmith’s body was found. testified to 
having left the house on Saturday at 10:30. 
She said she last saw Goldsmith alive on 
Friday night. Mrs. Clark said she gave per- 
mission to Tim Harrington and another man 
whom ske did not know, to go on top ofthe 
Goldsmith house to shoot pigeons with Win- 
chester rifles. She knew nothing of his 
death. 

Charles Dunnenberg, who was brought 
into the case through the testimony of Louis 
Handel, appeared at the Coroner’s office this 
morning aftera night in the holdover. He 
testifed that he was drunk whep he met 
Handel and denied that he told the 
latter that Goldsmith was murdered. ‘‘The 
names ofthe four people 1 had on the slip 
of paper were Mr. and Mrs. Goldsmith, Fred 
Hunter and H. H. Mueller, the saloon- Keeper 
on Papin street,’’ continued Dunnoenberg. 
„saw Fred Hunter on Monday morn- 
ing on Eleventh and Clark avenue, 
and he told me he was going to get 
some money. I do not know anything about 
Goldsmith’s death, and I do not remember 
telling any such story as Handel claims I 
told him.“ 

Tim Harrington, who has had some un- 
pleasant notoriety in connection with the 
case, isa young fellow with a good record, 
lie has rendered every assistance he could to 
the police to clear up the mystery. 


FOR A FAKE HOP. 


W. P. Winne and J. A. Moore Arrested 
Charged With Selling Bogus Tickets.

TWO MOTED SISTERS PART. 


Ind of the Alliance Between Victoria 
Woodhull and Tennis C. Claflin. 


New YORK, Oct. 27.—Since the arrival here 
of Mrs. John Biddulph Martin (Victoria 
Woodhull) last Wednesday on the steamer 
Elba, the fact has come out that she and her 
sister, Lady Cook (Tennie C. Claflin), have 
terminated the offensive and defensive allif 
ance, which for solong have made the two 
sisters inseparable. The explanation of this 
severance of relations between the two noted 
women is given by another sister, Mrs. 
O’ Halloran, who lives in New York. Mrs. 


O’ Halloran says that Lady Cook has abso- 
lutely refused to any longer espouse the doc- 
trines advocated by Mrs. Martin. ‘‘For 
years,’’ she says, ‘*‘Tennie ©. has been the 
brains of the so-called Woodhull movement, 
while Victoria has got the credit for every- 
thing. Thefact is, my sister, Lady Cook, 
has been undera sort of spell all these years 
and has let her elder sister rule ber. It’s 
over now. Tennie is tired of ha¥ing her 
brains used for another. She is going to let 
Victoria go on as she chooses, while she will 

ursue a quiet home and literary life. Lady 
8⁰ ok never had any sympathy with Victoria's 
woman suffrage schemes, but lent herself to 
them through the influence of her sister’s 
stronger will.“ 

The falling out of the two sisters marks the 
close ofa remarkable joint career of matri- 
monial and business adventures, crowned at 
the end with the worshiping love of two rich 
and powerful husbands. The Clafin sisters 
were the daughters of Roxana and Buckner 
Claflin, a plain Ohio couple. Besides Vic- 
torla and Tennessee there were two other 
daughters—Mary, now Mrs. Paar, of St. 
James place, Brooklyn, and Mrs. 0 Halloran. 
the first two had a tem estuous life in the 
West. Tennessee played the role ofa for- 
tune-teller and traveled over the West and 
South with her parents, accumuJating quite 
a fortune. She married a man named George 
Collis in St. Louls and separating from him 
and coming East married John A. Green. 
After several years they, too, separated. 
Meanwhile Victoria had not been idle in the 
matrimonial field. She first married Dr. 
Woodhull. 

On his death she married Col. Blood. He 
died a few years later. The two sisters, 
early in the ’70s, began to lecture on wom. 
an’s rights. i Bo ery brokerage offices 
in New York and an a publication called 
Woodhull and Claftin's s Weekly, devoted to the 
exposition of their views on ‘tree love. About 
fourteen years ago they went to England. In 
1885 Tennie was married to Sir Francis Cook. 
Several years later her sister made an 
equally lucky catch in Mr. John Biddulph 
Martin, a London banker, Sir Francis Cook 
is one of the wealthiest men in England. For 
more than two decades the Claflin sisters 
have been tnsepafabie in lectures in America, 
in reform work in Europe and in their jour- 
neys about the world.
